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To  say  the  ’Cats  have  won  big  in 
their  last  two  games  would  be  an  un¬ 
derstatement.  The  ’Cats  have  not  only 
won  big,  but  have  blown  out  their 
opponents,  beating  Calvary  Bible  Col¬ 
lege  108-29  and  York  College  90-56. 

“Hopefully  playing  teams  like  these 
will  give  confidence  to  a  few  guys,” 
head  coach  Steve Tappmeyer  said.  “For 
example,  tonight,  (forward)  Brian 
Carson  really  benefited  from  getting 
out  and  getting  minutes  in  the  game 
like  this.” 

The  two  blowout  wins  almost 
served  as  an  exhibition  game  for  the 
team,  with  every  player  getting  at  least 
10  minutes  of  playing  time. 

“They  (the  games)  give  us  an  op¬ 
portunity'  to  work  on  a  few  things,” 
Tappmeyer  said.  “Such  as  a  zone  that 
we  wanted  to  work  on,  we  were  able 
to  put  it  in,  if  it  is  a  five  or  six-point 
game,  you  can’t  say,  ‘hey,  let’s  experi¬ 
ment  a  little  bit.’” 

After  the  Peru  State  game, 
Tappmeyer  said  he  felt  the  team  needed 
better  execution,  something  they  had 
not  been  doing  in  games  past. 

“Our  execution  was  better  tonight,” 
Tappmeyer  said.  “We  played  out  of  our 
sets  and  had  a  lot  better  sharpness.” 


In  Saturday’s  game  against  York  Col¬ 
lege,  Northwest  turned  the  ball  over 
only  12  times  while  forcing  19  turn¬ 
overs  and  allowing  York  to  shoot  only 
36  percent  from  the  field. 

“We  did  a  good  job  of  controlling 
the  things  that  we  can  control  like  turn¬ 
overs  and  defensive  play,”  guard  Kelvin 
Parker  said.  “You  can’t  control  shoot¬ 
ing  every  night,  but  I  think  it  is  a  good 
step  in  the  right  direction  for  us  as  a 
team.” 

Carson,  who  came  off  the  bench,  led 
the  team  in  scoring  with  1 6  on  the  night. 

“He  would  be  a  nice  luxury  for  us 
(going  down  the  stretch),”  Tappmeyer 
said.  “We  are  so  thin  on  our  front  line 
and  he  gives  us  some  size  and  some  re¬ 
bounding  and  he  would  really  be  a  plus.” 

The  ’Cats  opened  the  night  with  a 
20-point  lead  and  the  game  looked  like 
it  would  be  over  quickly. 

“We  jumped  out  early  to  a  big  lead 
but  one  of  the  things  that  coach  said  to 
us  was  ‘don’t  scoreboard  watch,  just  play 
like  it  is  tied  up  the  whole  game,”’  guard 
Jelani  Walker  said. 

Walker  brought  the  fans  to  their  feet 
twice  on  the  night,  first  finishing  a 
breakaway  with  a  monstrous  dunk,  then 
catching  an  ally-aop,  successfully

Northwest  wins  in  big  way 
over  Panthers,  Calvary

Helen  Widger  had  always  thought 
she  felt  fine.  But  now  that  she  has  had 
open  heart  surgery,  she  feels  as  healthy 
as  a,  um,  pig. 

“I’m  not  as  tired  as  I  was,”  Widger 
said,  now  that  her  previously  ailing 
heart  has  been  healed  using  part  of  a 
pig’s  heart.  “I  mean,.  I  thought  I  felt 
fine  before.  And  I’ve  had.. arthritis 
since  I  was  27,  and  I  blame  everything 
on  arthritis  if  I  have  a  pain  or  a  hurt 
or  anything.” 

Having  been  diagnosed  with  a 
heart  murmur  as  a  child  but  never 
treated  for  it,  Widger  thought  it  was 
just  a  part  of  life. 

“I’ve  had  a  heart  murpur  for  years 
and  every  doctor  would  just  pass  it 
by  (saying)  ‘Well,  you  have  a  heart 
murmur,”’  she  said.  \ 

When  she  began  seeing  a  nt^V  phy¬ 
sician  for  her  arthritis,  things’ 
changed.  Her  new  doctor  was  sur¬ 
prised  to  hear  that  none  of  her  previ¬ 
ous  doctors  had  recommended  repair¬ 
ing  the.  murmur. 

“And  he  said,  ‘I’m  going  to  do 
something  about  it,”’  Widger  said. 

Her  physician  had  her  make  an 
appointment  to  see  a  cardiologist. 
She  then  had  to  go  in  to  have  an 
echocardiogram,  a  procedure  much 
like  the  ultrasound  women  have  when 
they  are  pregnant.  A  device  records 
vibrations  from  the  heart  and  trans¬ 
lates  them  into  an  image  on  a  screen 
so  that  a  cardiologist  can  determine  a 
prognosis. 

Through  the  echocardiogram,  it 
was  discovered  that  Widger  had  a 
heart  murmur  severe  enough  to  re¬ 
quire  surgery.  A  heart  murmur  is  a 
term  used  to  describe  a  malfunction 
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chamber.  When  a  valve  does  not  close 
’  completely,  it  produces  a  whooshing 
sound  that  is  recognizable  to  a  doctor 
when  he  or  she  listens  to  a  person’s 
heart  with  a  stethoscope.  The  result 
is  that  the  heart  has  to  work  harder  to 
pump  the  same  amount  of  blood  as  a 
normal  heart. 

One  common  solution  to  a  heart 
murmur  is  to  replace  the  leaky  valve. 
There  are  two  options  in  replacing  the 
heart  valve:  a  mechanical  valve,  which 
is  made  from  metal  and  pyrolytic  car¬ 
bon,  or  a  biological  valve,  made  from 
animal  tissues.  Mechanical  valves  usu¬ 
ally  last  longer,  but  blood  tends  to  clot 
on  them.  Biological  valves,  which  are 
commonly  made  from  pig  tissue,  as 
in  Widger’s  case,  do  not  have  the  du¬ 
rability  of  mechanical  valves,  but  be¬ 
cause  of  the  lessened  risk  for  blood 
clots,  there  is  also  a  lower  risk  of  valve 
dysfunction  or  stroke.  Biological 
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Maryville  resident  Helen  Widger  recounts  her  experience  of  heart 
valve  transplant  surgery.  Widger  has  had  a  heart  murmur  since 
she  was  younger  and  arthritis  which  hit  her  at  age  27. 


valves  do  not  usually  wear  out  in 
people  over  the  age  of  70,  so  it  seemed 
like  the  best  choice  for  Widger. 

Having  had  many  surgeries  before, 
Widger  was  not  nervous  about  the 
open  heart  surgery. 

“I  just  thought  I’d  have  the  surgery  and 
that  would  be  the  end  of  it,”  she  said.  “If  I 
didn’t  come  back  out,  why,  that  was  it.” 

Widger  went  into  surgery  on  May 
21  and  remained  in  the  hospital  for 
nine  days.  She  then  went  to  stay  with 
her  daughter  in  Overland  Park,  Kan. 
to  recuperate. 

However,  Widger’s  troubles  were 
not  over  quite  yet. 

When  she  went  back  in  for  a 
checkup,  it  was  discovered  that  fluid 
had  built  up  around  her  heart,  caus¬ 
ing  it  to  fibrillate  or  quiver,  which  re¬ 
sults  in  a  loss  of  pulse. 

Widger  had  two  choices:  doctors

faculty 
petition 
for  union

For  more  than  a  year,  Northwests 
administration  has  kept  faculty  and  staff 
updated  on  the  budget  crisis,  but  one 
sister  institution  cannot  say  the  same. 

Due  to  a  lack  in  communication, 
more  than  75  faculty  members  at 
Central  Missouri  State  University  are 
petitioning  to  form  a  union  to  get 
their  voice  heard. 

Although  CMSU  faculty  has  the  right 
to  hand  out  petition  cards,  they  may  not 
have  the  right  to  form  a  union  because  a 
state  law  could  stand  in  the  way. 

The  law  states  university  employees 
can  organize  to  make  their  views  heard, 
but  administrators  do  not  have  to  listen 
because  Missouri  prohibits  teachers,  po¬ 
lice  and  those  in  the  National  Guard 
from  forming  a  labor  organization  which 
could  result  in  collective  bargaining. 

Within  the  state  of  Missouri,  no 
four-year  university  has  a  faculty 
union,  but  in  Kansas,  no  law  stands  in 
the  way.  Pittsburg  State  University  and 
Fort  Hays  State  University  are  the  only 
four-year  universities  with  unions. 

If  the  union  forms,  it  would  be 
called  the  Fellowship  of  Missouri 
Education  Workers.  Bill  Vaughn,  as¬ 
sistant  professor  of  English  at  CMSU, 
is  the  leader  of  the  petition  drive.  As 
of  Dec.  6,  Vaughn  said  more  than  75 
signed  cards  had  been  collected. 

Vaughn  said  forming  the  union  is 
a  two-step  process.  First,  those  in¬ 
volved  want  to  collect  100  signatures 
out  of  435  faculty  members,  which 
would  show  enough  interest  to  seek 
other  unions  throughout  the  nation. 

The  second  phase  would  include  an 
election  where  more  than  50  percent  of 
faculty  member  votes  would  be  needed. 

“What  we’re  doing  is  for  education  and 
institutions  for  the  entire  state,”  Vaughn 
said.  "It  seems  like  discussions  (from  ad¬ 
ministration)  are  just  being  made  one¬ 
sided.  We  want  people  (faculty)  to  be  able 
to  govern  themselves,  because  right  now 
they  aren’t  being  able  to.” 

Unlike  Northwest  who  set  up  re¬ 
serve  funds  1 5  years  ago  in  case  of  a 
state  crisis,  CMSU  has  struggled  with 
its  $10.5  million  budget  decrease. 
Due  to  the  decline  in  state  income, 
they  also  were  forced  to  cut  26  degree 
programs  and  issued  about  40  pink 
slips  to  faculty  and  staff  members. 

“You  can’t  build  up  reserves  over¬ 
night,”  Northwest  President  Dean 
Hubbard  said.  “Of  course  we  are  not 
in  the  business  of  just  trying  to  build 
up  reserves,  but  to  cushion  ourselves 
as  well.  Of  course  these  are  the  types 
of  situations  that  don’t  lend  them¬ 
selves  to  quickly  fix.” 

Hubbard  is  not  opposed  to  a  union 
formed  at  CMSU  because  at  times 
they  can  be  beneficial,  he  said. 

“Without  the  labor  movement  at 
certain  times  in  history  we  would  not 
be  where  we  are  today  as  a  society,” 
he  said.  “I  think  the  best  of  all  the 
worlds  is  a  type  of  balance.” 

Hubbard  said  Northwest  faculty  has 
been  tremendous  through  the  budget  cri¬ 
sis,  especially  through  communication. 

“I’ve  been  so  proud  how  people 
have  responded,  been  understanding 
and  been  pulling  together,”  he  said.  “I 
couldn’t  have  asked  for  it  any  better.” 

Gregory  Haddock,  Faculty  Senate 
president,  said  Northwest  morale  is 
higher  than  at  CMSU,  because  CMSU 
employees  are  ready  for  the  worst. 

“Although  money  is  tight  up  here 
(Northwest)  and  with  all  the  things  go¬ 
ing  on,  there  is  still  a  sense  of  trust  be¬ 
tween  the  administration  and  faculty,” 
Haddock  said.  “I  think  the  faculty  thinks 
the  administration  has  the  best  interest 
of  education  at  heart  in  their  decision.” 

Haddock  said  if  Northwest  faculty 
tried  to  start  a  union,  there  probably 
would  not  be  enough  momentum 
because  of  the  University’s  morale. 

“I  support  whatever  they  want  to  do 
on  their  campus,”  he  said.  “I  don’t  think 
any  ill  of  them  and  1  hope  they  are  suc¬ 
cessful  at  gaining  any  voice  of  advocacy 
they’ve  lost.  I  wish  them  the  best.” 
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noiocaust  survivor 
shares  experiences

Hundreds  of  eyes  gazed  toward 
the  podium  as  a  white-haired  man 
spoke  passionately  about  his  life. 
His  calm  steady  voice  told  talcs  of 
a  life  unlike  the  ones  his  audience 
had  experienced. 

Needless  starvation,  torture  and 
death  surrounded  him  for  three  of 
the  most  impressionable  years  of 
his  youth.  This  was  his  story. 

Holocaust  Survivor  Jack 
Mandclbaum  unraveled  historical 
threads  some  had  never  heard.  Up 
until  the  age  of  12,  he  lived  a  nor¬ 
mal  life.  Then  Nazis  detained 
Mandclbaum,  a  Polish  Jew,  and  his 
family,  and  lie  spent  two  years  in 
hard  labor,  and  one  year  in  seven 
different  concentration  camps.  He 
told  the  audience  what  it  was  like 
to  survive.  Today  he  gives  speeches 
to  promote  awareness. 

“The  main  goal  is  to  educate 
the  people  about  what  really  tran¬ 
spired  from  a  person  who  was  re¬ 
ally  there,”  he  said. 

Mandelbaum  said  he  was  glad 
to  be  invited  because  it  is  a  learn¬ 
ing  process  for  the  audience. 

“For  me  it  is  the  satisfaction 
that  I  can  speak  for  those  that  can¬ 
not  speak  anymore — those  that 
didn’t  survive,”  he  said.

The  Conference  Center  was 
fdled  to  capacity  Dec.  5  as  hun¬ 
dreds  came  to  listen  to  his  story.  Joe 
Friedman,  a  liberator  of  Ohrdurf 
concentration  camp,  also  spoke 
about  his  respective  experience. 

Friedman  was  a  member  of  the 
American  troops  who  liberated  the 
first  concentration  camp  in  April 
1945.  Friedman,  a  St.  Joseph  resi¬ 
dent,  described  the  wartime  situa¬ 
tions  of  the  draft  and  being  sent 
overseas.  Friedman  said  his  experi¬ 
ences  in  liberating  the  camp  made 
a  profound  impact  on  his  life. 

After  Mandelbaum  and  Friedman 
finished  giving  their  stories,  the  fo¬ 
rum  was  open  to  those  in  attendance 
to  ask  questions. 

The  department  of  mass  com¬ 
munications  and  students  in 
Roy  Schwartzman’s  Propaganda 
class  sponsored  the  event.  Students 
organized  the  program  by  obtain¬ 
ing  a  $1,000  grant  from  Common 
Ground,  a  campus  organization 
that  raises  awareness  about  dis¬ 
crimination. 

“We’re  just  happy  that  through 
this  we  can  go  out  and  inform  the 
community  of  what  really  hap¬ 
pened,”  said  Propaganda  Student 
Dallas  Archer.

With  the  start  of  a  new  year,  many 
arc  kicking  off  the  season  by  joining  a 
martial  arts  program. 

David  Duvall  is  the  instructor  of 
hap  ki  do  at  his  Martial  Arts  and  Fit¬ 
ness  Center  located  at  404  S.  Main. 
He  opened  the  local  center  24  years 
ago  at  his  instructor’s  suggestion  and 
has  been  teaching  there  ever  since. 

“Hap  ki  do  is  different  than  karate 
because  this  is  more  of  a  self-defense 
type  of  art,”  Duvall  said.  “We  use  more 
circular  movements  to  divert  the  at¬ 
tack  and  then  gain  control  of  the  situ¬ 
ation.” 

Duvall  said  that  hap  ki  do  is  good 
for  three  main  reasons.  First  is  the 


physical  level,  where  people  gain 
muscle,  strength  and  endurance.  Next 
is  the  mental  level,  where  self-confi¬ 
dence  and  the  ability  to  focus  is 
gained.  There  is  also  a  higher  tolerance 
level  of  pain  gained  from  using  hap  ki 
do.  The  last  level  is  a  spiritual  level. 
Duvall  said  he  believes  this  is  one  of 
the  most  important  levels. 

“You  can  be  the  most  physically  fit 
person  in  the  world  and  make  it  no¬ 
where  in  life  without  your  spiritual¬ 
ity,”  Duvall  said. 

Hap  ki  do  teaches  self-discipline. 
The  levels  of  hap  ki  do  vary  in  depth. 
The  group  meets  every  Thursday. 

Anyone  can  start  this  program, 
from  ages  7  and  up.  Members  need 
not  be  physically  fit  to  start  and  all 


levels  arc  welcome. 

“This  is  a  competition  mainl) 
against  yourself,”  Duvall  said.  “You 
can  watch  and  sec  how  you  arc  im¬ 
proving.” 

Duvall  advises  people  to  bring  a 
friend  and  come  watch  a  session  for 
the  first  time  and  then  try  it  out  for 
free  the  next. 

Hap  ki  do  is  not  for  everyone  and 
Duvall  said  one  should  check  it  our 
before  making  a  huge  commitment. 

A  fitness  center  and  a  massagd 
therapist  arc  also  included  at  Duvall’s 
Martial  Arts  and  Fitness  Center.
